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ATTEND BUDGET HEARING 
A public hearims on the city budget for 
1959 will be held Monday evening beginning 
at 7 o’clock in the Common Council cham­ 
bers. Any voter or property holder is priv­ 
ileged to attend this meeting whether 
merely to listen or to express his mind. 
The proposed budget calls for a tax rate 
of $57.40 an increase of $3 over the 1958 
rate. The amount to be raised by taxation 
is $2,295,701.11, which is $161,120.29 above 
the 1958 budget. 
The city’s total assessed valuation this 
year is $39,238,618 an increase of $756,175 
over last year. This increased assessment 
based on the $57.40 tax rate will bring in 
an additional amount of some $43,000. 
The Board of Aldermen, who are the 
representatives of the people are duty 
bound to examine, question and mak e 
changes in the budget if necessary. 
The 1959 budget will be up for public 
discussion Monday night. If you are in­ 
terested in any items or appropriations 
which comprise the budget, go to the pub­ 
lic hearing and ask about them. 


HORRIBLE THOUGHT 
The chattering Atlas satellite, pulling off 
daily marvels involving the human voice 
and other means of communication, holds 
out to us a fantastic future.in the move­ 
ment and information and ideas about the 
world. 
Of course, the thing will hardly be per­ 
fected before the politicians will seize upon 
it. Those who measure safety in terms of 
distance will see it as the most heck le-free 
medium available to them. Disgruntled lis­ 
teners may be discouraged from snapping 
back , in print or by phone, when the dis­ 
embodied voice that annoys them comes 
from hundreds of miles in space. 
No doubt the FCC will have to get into 
the act, regulating the stuff that comes to 
us from the flying soap boxes. And, nat­ 
urally, when candidate mak es his spiel via 
a recording from Explorer No. 45, there’ll 
be the usual demand for equal time from 
his opponent. 
Inevitably some listeners would be lik ely 
to suggest that the politician himself get 
aboard the satellite. And they wouldn’t be 
particular whether or not the problem of 
re-entry had been solved at the time. 


A $150,000,000 RACKET 
“Within the next 12 months, Americans 
will lose $150,000,000 to phony stock mar­ 
k et operators.” Thus writes NEA reporter 
Ward Cannel. And his words are based on 
unhappy conclusions reached by Albert 
C. Lasher, a financial observer of long ex­ 
perience. 
The “phony” operators in question are 
the boiler room men. They frequently use 
respectable-sounding addresses in the New 
York financial center to give a dignified 
front to the swindle. Their tools are bat­ 
teries of telephones, manned by high- 
pressure salesmen who k now every trick 
of fleecing the gullible. Long-distance calls 
are common, for the reason that they im­ 
press people and command attention. 
The operators mak e all manner of guar­ 
antees and promises on behalf of stock s 
which are worthless or virtually so. And 
their victims, more often than not, are peo­ 
ple who should k now better—professional 
men and business men. 
Government agencies, the stock mark ets, 
reputable brok ers and others all work con­ 
stantly to protect the investing public 
against these rack ets. But laws and regula­ 
tions can only do so much—only a small 
part of the needed job. The real protec­ 
tion is an informed stock -buying public. 
As Mr. Lasher puts it: “. . . you should 
k now' how' the mark et work s and how to 
check on stock s and brok er's. The informa­ 
tion is available. But getting it requires 
some time and energy—and the boiler room 
men k now it.” 
So the matter comes down to this—are 
you willing to spend the time and energy 
required to iearn about stock s before you

“L ’esprit de F ra nc e ” is not a fiction. T his nation 
which rises out of its own flam es to shine again 
as the sun of E urope is unique in its quality, not 
only to survive, w hich others have done, but to 
show its grea test stre ngth a t its w eak est m o­ 
m ent. 
Five years ago, F rance w as a beaten nation— 
beaten not only by the external forces of w ar but 
by an inner fatigue so m alignant as to be the 
despair of E urope’s friends and the hope of E u­ 
rope’s enem ies. N ot only w as a qua rte r of the 
nation presum ed to be in the hands of the enem y 
but so pow erful w ere M oscow’s servants in Paris, 
Thoroz, Duclos and the ir associates, tha t they 
dragged tow ard them all the opportunists who 
thrive on a nation’s m isfortunes, who devised a 
thousand little trick s to put them selves in power. 
So cheap had becom e the P rem iership of F rance 
that it w as a bargain-counter com m odity. 
But against all this sa t and w aited the person­ 
ality of France, C harles de Gaulle. He did not 
seek power. He did not join in a single political 
com prom ise. He w as a country gentlem en, one 
who lived far from the centers of greatness. He 
k new what. F rance needed; he also k new- w hat 
F rance w anted and w hat w as w anted w as un­ 
w orthy. 
Inflation, 
excessive 
leisure, 
irresponsi­ 
bility, failure to produce, dependence upon A m er­ 
ica for subsidies, sm all things these Frenchm en 
w anted w hile M other F rance lay sick , m ore soul 
sick than body sick . 
B ut de G aulle w aited. To speak too soon would 
be to inflam e the opportunists; to appear too 
early w ould raise the cry of N apoleonism . C harles 
de G aulle w aited. Y ears and years, he w aited not 
to rule F rance but to save F rance and to save 
Europe. 
In the circum stances tha t faced F rance, such 
a figure as C harles de G aulle could only be called 
when he was desperately needed. The A lgerian 
crisis brought such a day. F or w hat A lgeria cam e 
to m ean was not independence of a colony or the 
loss of a trad e area. It cam e to m ean the death 
of France. 
The reason so few foreigners understood this 
w as tha t so m any F renchm en live in A lgeria. It 
is not India, d istant, rem ote, unrelated ; Algeria 
has becam e part of F rance; those who live in 
A lgeria vote as though they lived in Paris. Even 
the non-French of A lgeria and T unisia had, over 
the years, absorbed so m uch of L ’esprit de F rance 
tha t they becam e culturally a m ixed people, pa rt­ 
ly w hatever they w ere before and partly French. 
And w hat is so interesting about it is tha t those 
who regard them selves as of French origin on 
this 
south 
shore 
of 
the 
M editerranean w ere 
anxious to rem ain F rench. T hey gave the ir lives 
in a long civil w ar for the preservation of- F iance 
as Joan of Arc had given hers for the preserva­ 
tion of France. It is a strictly French concept. 
So in* thv end, they called upon de G aulle and 
the vote w as as close to unanim ous as it is pos­ 
sible to get by any system of balloting. C harles 
de G aulle is no N apoleon B onaparte w ho seized 
pow er and held it by arm s until he fell by arm s; 
he is no B oulanger who em erges to tak e pow er 
and disappears; he is not even a Louis Philippe 
w ho bargains here and there to produce a k ing­ 
dom. 
H e subm itted him self to the people's will and 
the people’s choice. F or before de G aulle could 
serve F rance, the F rench people had to accept 
the consequences of troubled tim es. T hey had to 
discipline them selves. They had to cast aside the 
enchanting m iseries of inflation, non-productivity, 
econom ic dependence, political opportunism . They 
had to accept a serious outlook upon the ir own 
tim es. They had a great lesson to learn from W est 
G erm any for instance, for there is a people tha t 
w ent to w'ork . 
And so, now-, it is President C harles de G aulle, 
first P resident of the F ifth F rench Republic. A 
new day has daw ned in E urope — this m ay be a 
turning point, because nations are im itative and 
if the de G aulle experim ent of accepting hard 
tim es as a fact and m eeting them w ith courage 
brings F ra nce forw ard as the leader of Europe, 
who can tell w hat an effect it will have on the 
rest 
of

C ertainly, 
the 
spectacle of turning the C hristm as season in the 
United S tate s into an orgy of strik es is not as 
stirring an exam ple of national resurrection.

H I Go o d Sight Is Mo re Vital 


Than Ev er to Safe Driv ing

W hen driving a m otor vehicle or w alk ing near 
traffic, each of us is truly a t the m ercy of others. 
A ccording to a recent article in the S ight- 
Saving Review, one c a r in 12 is involved in a 
serious crash each year. 
In 1957 the total of tra f­ 
fic d eaths in the nation w as in the neighborhood 
of 40,000. 
It m ay come as a surprise to som e readers, 
but the ra te w as ab out tw ice as heavy in the rura l 
areas as in the cities. 
• A bout one-fifth of the road accidents involved 
chilc^en. 
The fatalities per mile driven at night 
are triple those of the daytim e. 
F urtherm ore, 
night accidents are tw ice as lik ely to be fatal as 
those of the day. 
A lthough only one-third of all driving is done 
at night, tw o-thirds of the traffic deaths occur 
a t tha t tim e. 
In the case of pedestrians, the night 
driving situation is even w orse, since 70 per cent 
of those who die from traffic accidents are k illed 
a t night. 
T here are m any factors involved in traffic ac­ 
cidents. 
How ever, one ot them is surely related 
to vision. 
Im portant as this is, a visual exam ina­ 
tion for renew al of a driver's license is required 
routinely in only 13 states. 
E ven w here this is done, the requirem ent for 
corrected vision w ith glasses varies considerably. 
No sta te yet tests for night vision 
or glare re­ 
sistance, although in several sta te s 
drivers are 
restric ted to daylight hours if their vision is not 
adequately corrected. 
P rogress is being m ade in this area. 
The 
A m erican A ssociation of M otor Vehicle A dm inis­ 
tra tors recom m ends tha t the driver's license of 
those requiring glasses be stam ped; ‘ M ust w ear 
corrective glasses whilp driving.” 
T urning again to night driving, the three most 
im portant visual factors involved are: d iscrim ina­ 
tion under conditions of poor illum ination; ability 
to see against glare; and recovery from glare. 
T he article suggests that tests for these facul­ 
ties should be sim plified and adapted for the driv­ 
e r’s exam ination. 
D epending on w hat is found, 
some should be restric ted to daylight driving. 
In 
other eases, glasses can be constructed and w orn 
which effectively lessen disturbance from head­ 
light glare. 
A nother step w hich can bo tak en to reduce 
the hazards of night driving is by im provem ent 
in highw ay lighting. 
A ccidents preventable by 
good lighting cost the nation annually 10,000 lives 
and 187 million dollars, it w as pointed out. 
W hile m odernized lighting is expensive, “it can 
be had at half this dollar loss and would, m ore­ 
over, expedite pedestrian and vehicular traffic, in­ 
crease property values, reduce crim e, and prom ote 
civic pride." 
A final word should be said about driving by 
older people. 
As one gets older the vision, both 
at night and in the day, tends to d eteriorate. Con­ 
sequently, for the safety of older drivers as well 
as others, periodic exam ination of vision is pa r­ 
ticularly desirable.
